Bedford Forrest has issued circulars 
“ordering members of the Ku Kiux 
Klan to vote against him in the 
Wednesday primary,” but that he did 
noc believe that “the time had. yet 
eome when the rank and file of the 
klan would let Forrest or anybody 
els dictate how they should vote,” 
Jucge James K. Hines, candidate to 
succeed himself as associate justice of 
the Georgia supreme court, Monday 
night issued the following statement: 

“S ae time ago Nathan bedford 
Forrest, grand dragon of the realm of 
Georgia, issued a bulletin in which he 
prescribed my candidacy, and instruct- 
ed klansmen throughout the state to 
vote for my opponent, and to vote and 
work against me. Again, on Sept -m- 
ber 2, 1926, he issued a bulletin in- 


structing klansmen to vote for my op- 
ponent and to vote and work against 
me. Forrest buses his attack on my 
canaidacy upon the ground that I 


made an unealled for and untruthful | 


attack upon the principles and pur- 
poses of the klan. He does not say 
in what this attack consisted. 1 made 
no attack upon the klan, unless the 
earnest and conscientious advocacy of 
the fundamental principles of free 
government constitutes an attack upon 
that order. If the order stands for 
the principles which I advocated © in 
that address, I made no attack upon 
it. It klansmen are gainst the prin- 
ciples announced in that address, then 
they are against the fundamental prin- 
ciples on which this government is 
founded, tut I do not believe that the 
rank and file of the order disagree to 
the principles announced in my ad- 
dress, 

“I do not believe that the time has 
yet come in Georgia when Forrest, as 
grand dragon, can order klansmen to 
vote fur or against any given candi- 
aate. By joining the order, klansmen 
have not surrendered to Forrest <he 
important mght to think for them- 
selves, and for themselves decide tor 
what candidates they will cast their 
ballots in the approaching primary. 
They will exercise their own judgment 
in this matter. If they think that I 
have made a fair and impartial judge, 
and have discharged the duties of my 
office with ability and industry, tbey 
wil’ vote fer me, and will not be 
driven, like dumb brutes, to vote 
against me simply because he instructs 
them so to do, 

“I wish the thinking and intelligent 
people of the state to fully under- 
stand the fight which is being made 
upon me. My character and ability 
to fill the office which I now hold 
have not so far been questioned. No 
candidate for a place on the supreme 
court has ever been more generously 
indorsed by laymen and lawyers alike 
than I have been in my race to suc- 
ceed myself.

IN WEEK'S ACCIDENTS 


Forty-four persons were ‘killed in 
automobile traffic accidents last week, 
while 272 people were injured, aceord- 
ing to a survey by the Associated 
Press in 11 southern states. Two 
of the deaths and two of the injuries 
occurred in grade crossing accidents, 
one death and an injury being report- 
ed by Georgia and Tennessee. 

The week’s total of traffie fatalities 
and injuries increased by two deaths
